Branch of American Legion 
to Be Organized in Wrangell 


A branch of the American Le- 
gion will be organized at the 
(Gymnasium on the evening of 
next Wednesday, November 19. 

The American Legion is an or- 
ganization of American veterans 
of the world war. It is non-par- 
tisan and non-political. It is a 
civilian organization—not mili- 
tary or militaristic. | Nearly all 
of its members are men who were 
civilians before the war, and are 
now again civilians. [t makes 
no “distinctions of rank and no 
distinctions between overseas 
men and men who did not get 
overseas, 

The American Legion was first 
organized in Paris, March 15 to 
17, 1919, by a thousand officers 
and men, delegates from all the 
units of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force to an organization 
meeting, which adopted a tenta- 
tive constitution and selected the 
name, ‘American Legion.” 

The action of the Paris meet- 
ing was confirmed and endorsed 
by a similar meeting held in St. 
Louis May 8 to 10, 1919, when 
the Legion was formally recog- 
nized by the troops who served 
in the United States and a con- 
stitution in conformity with the 
Paris constitution was adopted. 

The purposes arfd aims of the 
organization are set forth in the 
following preamble to its consti- 
tution: “For God and Country 
we associate ourselves together 
for the following purposes: To 
uphold and defend the Constitu- 
tion of the United States of Am- 
erica; to maintain law and order; 
to foster and perpetuate a one 
hundred per cent Americanism: 
to preserve the memories and in- 
cidents of our association in the 
Great War; to inculcate a sense 
of individual obligations to the 
community, state and nation; to 
combat the autocracy of both the 
classes and the masses; to make 
right the master of might; to 
promote peace and good will on
